Thij 
is'aii end greatly to be'desired, but it is to be doubted that it 
will ever.be brought' abWOjhrough the execution of any set 
prograili. Just now the slogan,- "-No more war!" is popular in 
certain quarters, but not by such shouting will war be pre- 
vented; 
If the world ever, reaches the point where it can und 


will get along without wars !it will, have to do so through the 
slow processes of evolution? the gradual expansion of sane 
ideas and the development of a willingness (o live.'.ai>d let live, 
applied,to nations as'well as to individuals. Universal peace 
will neyer come through resolutions, the formation of peace 
societies or the teaching of censored history. 


• -Not long-ago an'organization interested in world peace lis- 
tened'toiuddresses on the subject,.and oiie of the speakers de- 
voted his'aUenlion to the schools and-thc prevailing system of 
writing-and teaching history. He said: "We are all aware that 
whilerthe schools-should tehd.to a will o.f international friend- 
ship the reverse is true,- and the reason is silnple. It is because 
the liistory'that is'.la.iighl in schools is military histor}', and in 
teaching military history, dealing particularly with the foreign 
f&es of the country, it is natural .to exalt national heroes, to 
discredit thev enemy And-all his works, and to idealize one's 
own country. And the reason for this teaching is simple.

• brie speaker at the meelingiin which these ideas, were, ad- 


vanced said': "We do not believe, the children of .one country 
hate'the children of another'unless they are taught to do so." 
H was a;woman who said this, and she was right. And, what: 
ever may have been done in the Old World, this country is nol 
in the habit of teaching its children to hale those of any other, 
or of any section 'of their own. 
No- two nations are more 


friendly today-than Great Britain and the United Slates, and 
history plainly teaches that they have had their differences. 
There was once a tremendous rift between two sections.ol this 
country, but the wounds have been completely healed in spilt: 
of the truthful teaching of history..

It has been said that "The truth is mighty and will prevail, 


and it will be well to let il prevail, in history as elsewhere. Nol 
by hiding or disguising or sugar-coating the story of the world's 
past, will peace and human happiness be insured. The thing 
lo do is lo know the past, teach it to the children undiluted, 
and stimulate them, while striving ourselves, to profit by the. 
lessons of the past.
